Mississippi Senator Makes

*This Is White Man’s Country and 
White Man’s Government,’ Money 
Declares—Senator Thanks 
God for Race 
Prejudice 


Washington, March 18.—The race ques- 
tion again was discussed in the senate to- 
day. Mr. Money spoke for two hours, his 
remarks having direct reference to the 
action of the president in closing the In- 
dianola, Miss., postoftice. Mr. Money ex- 
Plained at the outset of his remarks that 
if he could secure unanimous consent for 


leave to print he would not take up the | 


time of ghe senate. The sentiment of the 
Senate Seemed be that remarks not 
delivered should not be spread on the rec- 
ord. He thereupon proceeded, and de- 
livered himself of some severe strictures 
on the president, saying that Mr. Roose- 
velt was not the president of America, 
but the president of the “Black. Belt.” At 
times he was interrogated by 
Messrs. Foraker and Spooner.

Senator Money’s Speech . 

In accordance with his notice previous- 
ly given, Senator Money, of Mississippi, 
began to speak on the Indianola postoffice 
affair as soon as the senate convened at 
jl o'clceck today. It was the inherent and 
constitutional right of a great commur.- 
ity. said Mr. Money, to have its mail 
handled regularly. Letters, he said, wrhich 
have been addressed to important county 
officers residing at Indianola hive been 
sent to Greenville, and this, hg declared, 
Was an unwarrantable interference with 
the liberty and rights of thé people of 
Indianéla:.If it was intended to punish 

the people of Indianola, in his opinion, the 
punishment- had gone fat enough. 

The department had shown to the 
world its authority and nobody had dis- 
puted it. He declared that the postmaster 
Should do all he could to heal the breach 
and not continue stubborn and vindic- 
tive. ‘The department has made the peo- 
ple hate the administration,’ said he. 

Directing his remarks to President 
Roosevelt, he saii that in the south it 
Was believed that Mr. Roosevelt, when 
he succeeded Mr. McKinley, would make 
ai American instead of a sectional pres- 
ident,-but a change had come over this 
dream. 


President of Black Belt. 

‘He is not so much an American presi- 
dent,’ said Mr. Money, ‘‘as he is the pres- 
ident of the black belt.”’ and he added 
with some feeling, ‘‘we don’t consider him 
@ great American president.’” He declar- 
ed that of a! the appointments made in 
Mississippi, none has given such general 
disgust as those made by this adminis- 
tration, and he said the president had 
raised the question of social equality. of 
the negro, but there could never possibly 
be any social equality between the two 
races. ‘“‘There is a race prejudice in the 
south,’’ he said, ‘‘and I thank God that 
there is.”’ 

The prejudice against the negro, he as- 
serted, not local, but prompted by a 
universal, world-wide sentiment. 

Answering Mr. Foraker, he said that 
these recent appointments have revived 
the race question, and while the pecple 
of the south had heretofore tolerated ne- 
gro office-holders, they did not want any 
more of tnem. 

“This is a white man’s country and a 
white man’s government,” said he. “It 
bas been carved out of the wilderness and 
conquered from the Indians, not for the 
African, but for the white man.’’ 

Mr. Foraker asked Mr. Money if his ob- 
jection to coloréd people holding office 
extended to all offices of all kinds; also, 
whether it would include the enlistment 
of colored men in the army to defend 
the flag and the constitution. The reply 
was that he had no particular objection 
tc colored men acting in the army, but he 
declared that it would be better if no 
colored man held any official position 
whatever. 

“Would you decitizenize the negro as 
to voting?’ asked Mr. Foraker, ‘‘and if 
so, should that be taken into account in 
fixing the representation in congress?” 

“hat is another question,’’ said Mr. 
Money.

No Negro Office rolders. 

‘Is the demand of the south,” inquired 
Mr. Spooner, ‘‘that the president of the 
United States shall in no case appoint 
a colored man to federal office in the 
south?’’ 

Mr. Money replied that there was no 
demand and no authority for it, but it 
was the feeling in the south that no col- 
ored man, no matter what his qualifica- 
tion may be, sha'l hold. federal office. 
The whole truth of history, he declared, 
shows the utter incompetence of the col- 
ored race for self-government. ° 

Mr. Spooner remarked that a president 
the United States who would yield 
the demand of any section that the 
right of citizenship should be surrendered 
would show himself unfit to hold office 
and quite willing to violate his oath as 
president. 

Mr. Foraker commented upon Mr. 
Money's statements as being most re- 
markable, because of their far-reaching 
consequences.

“The agricultural «possibilities of Cuba 
are tremendous. Large numbers of people 
are going to Cuba with money to invest, 
a great many Americans among them, 
and there is a very large amount of. de- 


velopment going on ail over the island. | 


The land is admirably adapted for graz- 
ing in addition to its adapability for the 
raising of all products. 

“The island has a large number of ex- 
cellent shipping ports and the commerce 
of the country with the United States 
and with all foreign countries, in my 
judgment, will be very great indeed, and 
will be developed very much more rap- 
idly than most people imagine. 

“The Cuban people are proud of their 
government and -I think it will be well 
administered in the interest of its peopie 
and favorable to the industrial and busi- 
ness interest of all kinds.

General BonillaSeems To Be 
Winning in Hon- 
duras. 


Panama, March 18.—According to ad- 
vices received from Honduras by way of 
San Salvador, the forces of Gereral Bo- 
nilla, the president-elect of Honduras, who 
is fighting against Genera! Sierra, the re- 
tiring president, who refused to hand 
over the post to Bonilla, have captured 
ithe town of Santa Barbara, while his gen- 
erals, Migue! and Davilla, with 1,200 men, 
and Generals Carlos and Alvarado, with 
2,000 men, are now threatening Teguci- 
galpa, the capital of Honduras. 

General Sierra is evidently in a des- 
perate situation, as he has sent his wife 
into Nicarague by land after she had 
made several ineffectual attempts to break 
through General Bonilla’s lines and reach 
the coast. Generals Villilea and Vailergs, 
who were supporting General Sierra, have 
been tried by court martial and shet by 
the latter’s order because they did not 
fulfill his instructions and thus brought 
about his defeat at AceituBo several days 
ago.

When Mrs. Burdick comes to the 
stand Monday she will probably be call- 
ed upon to identify the letter mentioned 
She knew hoth the dead men, 
Burdick and Pennell, probably better 
than any one person in the world, and 
her testimony promises to be the most 
important and ‘interesting of the entire 
proceedings. 

The details of the €trained relations be- 
tween the two dead men were gathered 
after the murder of Burdick and before 
the death of Pennell, Pennell stated 
to the suthorities that the rela- 
tions between himself and Burdick were 
‘‘strained, very sirained.’’ In fact, after 
the murder of Burdick Pennell spoke to 
others than the authorities of the hos 
tiiity between him and Burdick. [n thea 
day he was first arranging to give out 
a statement for publication, he spoke 
of part of what he intended to say. 
‘““Tt deals with Burdick,”’ said Pennell, 
referring to this part of the propose 
statement. 

“I did not like him and he did not like 
me; we both knew it, and have 
the police frankly that we were not on 
good terms, His death coming at this 
time was one of the worst things that 
could have happened to me.” 

Notwithstanding all the talk about 
Pennell, however, the authorities are 
not consenting calmly to dump the Bur- 
dick tragedy on a dead man. There are 
a. number of pornts to be considered 
before any such pwranding of a dead man 


as a part solution of the mys@ry 

One of the criminal authorities is quot- 
ed as saying: 

“There are several reasons to believe 
three things: First, that the murder was 
committed by more than one person; 
second, that at least one of the persons 
implicated was entirely familiar with 
the interior of the Burdick home, and 
what, perhaps, !s most important of all, 
is, third, that the murderer or murder- 
ers had no fear of interruption while 
at work, or immediately afterward.”’ 


Mrs. Hull Breaking Down. 

A rumor was current tonight to the ef- 
fect that Mrs. Maria Hull, mother in law 
of the late Edwin L. Burdick, who was 
murdered on February 27, had been se- 
riously injured or was ill. 

Efforts were made to learn the Yreal 
facts in the case’, but all requests at 
the Burdick residence were met by re- 
fusal to discuss the matter, 

A young man who said his name was 
Allen and that he was a friend of the 
family, acted as spokesman. He said: 

“rt refuse to confirm or deny the story 
that Mrs. Hull was injured or that she 
is in other than her usual health, except 
to say that she is weakening under the 
terrible nervous strain to which she has 
been subjected and has not been herself 
since the trying experience on the wit- 
ness stand.’’ 

Dr. Marcy, the family physician, was 
not called to the Burdick home.

Ga., and in the preceding year tha con- 
ference met at Winston-Salem, Ae 
The presiding officer is Robert Ogden, 
of this city, and among the men mogt 
closely connected with its origin was the 
late Dr. J. L. M. Curry, agent of th¢ 
Peabody and Slater. boards, member gt 
the general education board, and sup€r- 
vising director of the southern oy ans 
board. Indeed, both the southerr/ and 
general boards may be said to ow@ their 
existence and inspiration to the con- 
ference for education in the south just 
as this conference so largely owed N 
owr inception to the work of Dr. Curry. 
The decision to hold the conference 
this year in Richmond was reached only 
after the executive comm..tee had given 
careful consideration to the invitations 
from a number of representative south- 
ern cittes.

DEADLY DUEL 
OVER A WOMAN 


Genkinger’s Remark Brought 
Merkle’s Pistol Into 
Play, - 


New Castle, Pa., March 18.—John Gen- 
kinger, of Butler avenue, a well known 
man of this city, died in a hospital here 
today from a mortal wound received a 
few minutes before at the hands of 
George Merkle, proprietor of a hotel at 
Darlington, Beaver county. 

The shooting occurred at the apart- 
ments of Mrs. Eva Rumburger, in the 
second story of the Genkinger block, on 
Apple alley, and is supposed to have been 
the result of jealousy. Merkle was ar- 
rested with his smoking revolver yet in 
his hands before he left Mrs. Rumbur- 
ger’s apartments by Officer Henry Bell, 
who arrived almost immediately on the 
scene. Gerkinger was then lying on a 
settee and pointed out Merkle as the 
man who shot him. Merkle fired four 
shots, only one of which took effect. 

Immediately after the shooting Mrs. 
Rumburger was examined by Mayor 
Jackson and Coroner rter and told the 
story of the shooting. She said Merkle 
was in her apartments when Genkinger 
appeared and asked her for a diamond 
pin he had lent her yesterday. She and 
Merkle were discussing their probable 
marriage and Mrs. Rumburger says Gen- 
kinger remarked to --—@, “George, if 
you don’t marry Eva, after all she has 
done for you, you are a chump.” This 
seemed to anger Merkle, who started to- 
ward Genkinger, drawing his revolver. 
Mrs. Rumburger says Genkinger then 
it at Merkle,. who was struck in the face. 
Merkle then began to fire and Genkinger 
grappled to save himself. The men 
fought for a time, until loss of blond 
made Genkinger weak.

Upposition to the Convention: 
Proves Much Stronger Than 
Was Anticipated, 


AGREEMENT FOR VOTE 
AT 3 O'CLOCK TODAY 


McEnery and Several Other Senators 
Strongly Oppose Treaty—New- 
lands Favors Annexation. 
Administration Fears 
Amendments. 


| 


Washington, March 18.—Before adjourn- 
ing at 7 o'clock tonight the senate enter- 
ed into a unanimous agreement to vore 
on the Cuban reciprocity treaty at 3 
o'clock tomorrow. The hope of securing 
a vote today was dissipated by the dis- 
covery that there were more speeches to 
be made in opposition to the treaty than 
had been counted upon. Indeed, fit was 
difficult to secure an agreement to vote 
on the treaty tomorrow and it was evi- 
dent that this result could not have been 
accomplished but for the anxiety of sen- 
ators to secure a final adjournment of the 
session. 

The executive session covered six hours 
and Was devoted largely to adverse crit- 
icisms of the treaty. During the day 
Senator Newlands made a plea for the 
annexation of Cuba and presented an 
amendment to the treaty tendering an in- 
vitation to that island to become a state 
of the American union. The debate was 
participated in by Senators MeEmery, 
Newlands, Spooner, Teller, Nelson, Cul- 
loms, Gorman, Bailey and Carmack. 

McEnery Opposed Treaty. 
The senate spent the first half hour of 


YAhe executive session in discussion of 


the propriety of printing all the speeches 
on the Panama cana] treaty, sinée the of- 
ficial..reporters .were admitted “th (the: 
chamber last Monday. The’ unanimous 
agreemment to print included only Sen- 
ator Morgan’s speeches and Senator Cul- 
loms’ closing remarks. 

There was, however, a general under- 
standing that if the other speeches were 
ordered, all would be printed, although 
this was not positively decided. Compar- 
atively little, if any. of the running de- 
bate will be printed. 

When the Cuban treaty was laid be- 
fore the s212te, Mr. McEnerv, of Louis- 
lana, took the flcor and made a speech 
of mora than two hours* duration in, op- 
position to it. He contended that the 
treaty is in the interest of the sugar trust, 
and said its ratification would be a direct 
blow to the sugar interests of the coun- 
try. The present tariff. Mr. McEnery 
said, had greatly stimulated the. sugar in- 


that if it should. be pemitted to continte 
ree, the time would come when the 
United States would produce not only suf- 
ficient sugar to supply its own wants, 
but that it would export part of the Amer- 
‘can product. In this connection, he as- 
verted that half the states of the union 
are capable of producing beet sugar at 
a profit under proper legistative encour- 
agement. The admission of Cuban sugar 
at reduced rates, he said, would prove 
a severe blow to the growth of the beet 
sugar industry, as it would to the cane 
sugar production of Louisiana and Texas. 
Speaking of the effect of his own state 
of Louisiana, Mr. McEnery said that 
practically the entire population would be 
affected bv the approval of the treaty, 
New Lands for Annexation. 

When Senator McEnerny concluded 
Senator Newlands took the floor. As a 
part of his address he presented the fol- 
lowing amendment: 

“The republic of the United States 
recognizing the intimate relationship be- 
tween tho republic off Cuba and itself, 
and being desirous of still further promot~- 
ing freedom of trade and commercial 
union, of strengthening the bonds of 
amity and friendship between the people 
of two countries, cordially invites the re- 
public of.Cuba to become @ state union 
under the constitution and laws of the 
United States.’’ 

In support of this amendment Mr. New- 
lands said that the democratic party 
should stand for traditional expansion of 
the republic by promoting the voluntary 
annexation ‘of Cuba through the free ex- 
pansion of her people, and it should em- 
phasize this position at this time by 
resolutions to that effect. We should, he 
declared, give Cuba clearly and unequivo- 
eally to understand that if she wishcs 
commercial union with this country and 
conditions of commerce with us not en- 
joved by other independent nations, she 
must seek politial union with us in the 
form of annexation as a part of the re- 

blic. 
gue ahadaenibiil that the theory of reci- 
procity is wrong in principle because it 
leads to favoritism both in our dealings 
with foreign nations and among our own 
people. Furthermore, he declared that 
the adoption of 4 policy of reciprocity 
would lead to retaliation on the part of 
the nations which might fail to secure 
the establishment of reciprocal relations. 
He also contended that Cuba is now 
proseprous. and it is not necessary that 
her industries be encouraged by us. 

Senator Spooner replied briefly to Sena- 
tor Newlands and sharply criticised his 
policy of annexation. He urged that the 
United States is under moral obligation 
to assist the people of Cuba. 

Senator Newlands challenged several of 
Mr. Spooner’s statements. and the two 
engaged in a spirited controversy. In 
this Senators Teller and Nelson partici- 
pated, both attacking the treaty and the 
iatter replying pointedly to Mr. Spooner. 
Senator Teller repeated his declaration 
that the treaty was intended to benefit 
the sugar trest and galculated to do in- 
calculable harm to the sugar interests of 
the United States.

Duvall’s Levee Is Intact. 

Vicksburg, Miss., March 18.—Alarming 
reports as to the imminence of a cre- 
vasse at Duvall’s landing in Issaquena 
considerable excitement 
here today, as a break there would mean 
the flooding of the richest section of the 
Yazoo, Miss., delta. These fears were 
not allayed until after noon, when the 
government steamer, Arthur Hider, with 
Captain Arthur Hider, United States en- 
gineer, aboard, arrived in port from above. 
Captain Hider reports that the fears for 
the Duvall levee are unfounded, as the 
embankment there igs intact and shows 
no signs of weakness. Even if the outer 
levee did give way there is an inner 
line of greater strength. 

Telephone messages tonight from points 
along the Louisiana shore report that 
everything is intact and standing the 
strain splendidly. 

Atong the river front in thig city a 
rather serious condition of affairs exist, 
as many ware houses and a number of 
residences are flooded with the water 
steadily climbing higher and merchants 
are removing goods to places of safety. 
At tne Planters’ compress 5,000 bales of 
cotton are being carted to the hills, as 
the river has inyaded the compress yard. 
The water works plant is also threatened 
and it is feared that a shut down will 
be enforced. 

The gauge tonight registered 49.4 and 
rising. 
New Orleans Feel Secure. 
New Orleans, La., March 18.—The river 
at this point continues stationary, al- 
though a 16-mile wind is blowing the 
wrong way banked up three-tenths more 
at one time. As the river is not going 
down and as the Memphis rise is on the 
way, the weather bureau has- good 
grounds for adhering to its prediction of 

21 feet. The highest previous record was 
in 1897 and was 19.5. As to the city there 
is no alarm, because the already high 
banks have been reinferced and the line 
is kept in good shape. So far travel in 
and out of the city is uninterrupted. 

The locaticn of the LaFourche crev- 
asses was fortunate for the Southern Pa- 
cific and there will likely be no more in 
that vicinity. The Texas & Pacific was 
equally lucky, the Bougere crevasse af- 
fecting a part of the new St. Louis line 
not yet in operation. The blocking off of 
the Mississippi valley near Memphis 
works very little harm, the Arlington 
levee near Baton Rouge being more im- 
portant. As the new levce there had not 
even been built when high water came, 
disaster seemed certain. However, tho 
place is not only being held, but in qa few 
days will be secure. The crevasse 50 
miles below the city, while affecting a 
small ternitory because of proximity to 
the gulf, is likely to prove very costly, 
as {t will damage vast oyster flelds. To- 
night closes with little change in the 
situation and hope as bright as ever. 

No Chances Are Taken. 

Rosedale, Miss., March 18.—The river 
continues to rise at this point, the crest 
of the last rise not yet having been 
reached here. A large force of men have 
been at work all day at Terrene, “About 
five miles north of here, and also at the 
Huntington short line, 2 miles south of 
here. Both of these places were lower 
than the rest of the levee, but it {1s not 
thought to be at all dangerous. The 
levee officials, however, prefer to take no 
chances and have taken every precau- 
tion. A force has repaired a low place in 
the levee immediately opposite Rosedale. 
The water now only lacks a few inches of 
reaching the mark of 1897. 

Levee Like a Stone Wall. 

Baton Rouge, La., March 18.—Governor 
Heard returned from a trip to Morganza 
levee, which he took with the Atcha- 
falaya board and State Engineer Per- 
ril, at 2 p. m. today. He rode on horse 
back over a large portion of Morganza. 
The governor said: 

“t consider this the finest piece of 
earthwork in the whole country. It is 
truly a monument to the wisdom and 
faithfulness of that board and especial- 
ly to Colonel!

Gloomy at Helena. 

Helena, Ark., March 18.—The flood sit- 
uation here is still of the gloomiest char- 
arter. The river has risen six-tenths in 
the past 2% hours and now stands at 
48.7. A large force of workmen have been 
engaged in trying to repair the north 
Helena levee, but a small break occurred 
‘there today before noon. The break was 
eight feet wide when discovered, but was 
kept from growing larger and was soon 
Stopped with sacks of dirt and pilings of 
lumber, though the water is still going 
through into the already flooded district 
In dozens of places. There is very little 
hope of holding this small levee unless 
the rise by tomorrow night is sufficient 
to send the water over the top of the 
levee and fill up the entire valley pro- 
tected. 

North Helena is separated and distinct 
from the city proper, which is in abso- 
lutely no danger from the flood, being 
protected thoroughly by the Walke> 
street levee. The residents of the over- 
flowed section are laregly negroes, though 
there are many white families owning 
under water. The most dis- 
turbing feature of the situation today 
was the receipt of telegrams this after- 
noon by the three resident directors of 
the St. Francis levee board from Pres. 
ident O. N. Killouch, stating that the en- 
tire St. Francis levee svstem was in a 
critical condition, but that he hoped to 
be able to hold them: without another 


| break if the wind and water conditions 


were favorable. 
How High? Asks Greenville. 

Greenville, Miss., March 18.—‘‘How high 
will the water rise at Greenville,” is the 
question that has taken place of ‘Will 
the levee hold at Huntington,” by the 
people today, when the water hid from 
view its 1897 mark on the gauge in front 
of the city. From the water now in sight 
the river at this place is. estimated by 
the engineers of the levee board and oth- 
ers that it will rise uptil the gauge here 
reads 48 feet or 481-9, and if it only goes 
to that stage it is felt that the levees 
will hold without a break. News from the 
Huntington levee today gives the people 
the assurance that the werk of sacking is 
well advanced and the people of the dis- 
trict need have no fears of an overflow 
from the water running over the top. 
Again, every report received at the en- 
&ineer’s office from those in charge of 
the levee divisions of the district are the 
most favorable and that at no point 
heard from was there any danger feared, 
and that the levees would stand the water 
now in sight. 


Strengthening River Banks. 

Lake Providence, La., March 18.—Levee 
Commissioners Hawley and Benjamin, of 
the parish board, have been both very 
active in the past few days in inspecting 
the levees, raising low places and getting 
material here in ease of emergency. They 
have at this landing a barge of lumber, 
sacks and barrels and a quarter boat fur- 
nished them by the government to be 
shipped to any levee that would show 
Signs of weakening and they have also 
lumber and sacks at Pilchers point and 
Goodrichs landing for the same purpose, 
but are confident that the levees in this 
parish will stand all the water in sight. 
The gauge here reads today 43.8 with a 
rise of .45 in the past twenty-four hours. 
is six-tenths below the high water of 
SS7. 


Levess in Good Shape. 

Plaquemine, La., March 18.—The river 
at this point rose four-tenths during the 
past twenty-four hours. The gauge this 
evening reads 32 1-2. The back water on 
Bayou Plaquemine and lower Grand river 
is higher at this time than in 1897. A 
number of arrests have neen made by the 
levee inspectors. of parties riding on the 
levees’) The levees are in splendid con- 
dition. The weather for the past three 
days has been clear and the sugar plant- 
ers are busy planting cane.

MONEY VOTED — 
TO STRIKERS 


Typographical Union Will 
Care for Men Who 
Are Out. 


An assessment of 10 per cent has been 
levied upon the salaries of all the union 
printers in the city, the money to be used 
in supporting the Foote & Davies men 
Who are out on strike. This action was 
taken by the Atlanta Typographical Un- 
ion in a meeting hed yesterday’ after- 
noon. 

In addition, $300 was set aside from the 
general funds of the union to be used by 
the business committee in the contest now 
on between the union and Foote & Da- 
vies, 


There was plenty of enthusiasm at the 
meeting yesterday and the announcement 
of the vote for the 10 per cent assessment 
was greeted with a hearty burst of ap- 
plause, 

So far only the one firm, Foote & Da- 
vies, has employed non-union men, and 
tne other members of the Employing 
Printers’ Club are not concerned in the 
present difficulty, unless, as was sus- 
pected yesterday, they have agreed among 
themselves to blacklist the Foote & Da- 
vies men who are striking. 

In speaking of this suspicion, which was 
the general talk in printing circles yes- 
terday, C. C. Houston, local representative 
of the International Typographical Un- 
ion, said: 

“There have been a few instances of 
men from Foote.& Davies being refused 
employment by ther -members of the 
club, who were actually in need of print- 
ers. But I hardly-think that this was a 
result of a concerted action.” 

However, if it develops that an agree- 
ment to blacklist the strikers has been 
entered into by the different firms belong- 
ing to the club, it.is quite probable that 
the union will carry the matter to the 
courts. 


Pressmen May Walk Out. 

In addition to the printers, the Foote 
& Davies’ stereotypers yesterday walked 
out, and it may be that the pressmen will 
be called out also today. There are two 
Stereotypers at Foote & Davies—A. W. 
Mehaffey and Miles Duncan. 

President R, O. Ross stated yesterday 
evening that two non-union men were at 
work at Foote & Davies yesterday, the 
one whose presence there brought: about 
ie strike and the one to whom the union 
objected and who was removed some days 
ago, 

By the 10 per cent assessment levied 
yesterday about $300 a week will be raised, 
and the International Typographical Un- 
ion will increase this sum, so that there 
will be ample funds on hand to take care 
of the strikers from the very beginning, 
and the union is in, so its members say, 
to win. 

“If the trouble spreads to other shops,” 
said President R. O. Ross last night, 
‘there will be another assessment ordered 
and the men will be taken care of, no 
matter what proportions the thing as- 
sumes.,’’ 

Says Club Is Illegal. 

The Blosser company is in receipt of a 
letter from Attorneys Kontz & Austin

“Dr. Blosser Company—Gentlemen: We 
have for some days past had under in- 
vestigation the facts connected with the 
act*%y of the Employing Printers’ Club, 
of A.lanta, with your company, resulting 
in a general strike of labor in your shop 
and consequent embarrassment to your 
business. 

‘We have no difficulty in advising that 
under our law the Employing Printers’ 
Club is an illegal combination, devised 
and operated for the purpose of restrain- 
ing trade, destroying competition, and 
raising prices upon the consumers of our 
city, individual, city and state, and others 
outside of Atlanta who have occasion to 
deal with our local printing establish- 
ments. We advise that upon the record 
submitted a court of equity will enjoin 
further interference by this illegal com- 
bination with your business, and will 
award you compensation in damages 
against the members of it for injury al- 
ready infiicted.”’

Madison, Ga., March 18.—(Special.)—The 
thirtieth annual convention of the Geor- 
gia State Sunday School Association, an 
organization comprised of members of the 
various denominations of the state, as- 
sembled here in the auditorium last eve- 
ning at 7:45 o’clock.

Madison and Morgan county people 
turned out in great numbers to greet 
these consecrated sons and daughters of 
our own state, and nearly every chair in 
the building was occupied, many finding 
places in the gallery. Miss Lester pre- 
sided at the piano, and Hon. Fred T. 
Lockhart, of Augusta, led in the singing 
in the absence of Professor E. O. Excell, 
who was prevented from being present 
iby unavoidable circumstances. President 
George Haines, of Augusta, presided. 

Madison Extends Welcome. 

Madatson’s welcome was given in a most 
appropriate and hearty manner by Pro- 
fessor M. F. Ramsey, the brilliant prin- 
cipal of the Madison public schools. He 
spoke in behalf of our people and of 
Mayor Richter. ‘‘The good people of 
Madison told me to say howdy to you,” 
said he. ‘‘We are giad to have.you here.

CANAL PLACES: 


Much Pressure Brought To 
Bear on President 


But Roosevelt Will Be in No Haste 
=o Name Commission—Yerran 
Talks of the Attitude of 
Colombian Con- 
g-ess. 


Washington, March 18.—Ratification of 
the Panama eanal treaty by the senate 
has increased materially the pressure. of 
the president for appointments on the 
commission which to supervise the 
construction of the waterway. Several 
Senators had interviews today with the 
president regarding the personnel of the 
commission. It Is understood the presi- 
dent will ‘be in no haste to announce the 
names of the commission and it is quite 
likely that no absolute decision will be 
reached respecting its personnel until the 
treaty shall have been ratified by the 
Colombian congress, which will not con- 
vene for several weeks. 

Colombian Congress Called. 

Dr. Thomas Herran, Secretary of the 
Colombian legation in Washington and 
change d'affaires, has informally advised 
his government of the ratification of the 
Panama canal treaty by the senate, but 
awaits a formal announcement by Sec- 
retary Hay ‘before trangmitting the in- 
formation informally to Bogota. The spe- 
Clal session of the Colombian congress, 
according to information at the légation, 
has been called by the president for the 
specific purpose of considering the treaty, 
adjustment of currency matters and for 
one other purpose. If the canal treaty is 
presented before the congress first final 
action, it is stated, must be taken on 
it before consideration can be given other 
subjects. It is said at the legation that 
tic treaty must he acted On by both 
house and senate, and that debate in 
either ‘branch can be controlled by the 
majority, and can be curtailed if de- 
sired. 

While Dr. Herran has not been ad- 
vised of the exact date of tne convening 
of the Colombian congress, it is his opin- 
ion that it will meet on April 1 or not 
later than April 15. 

Speaking of the treaty, Dr. Herran said 
today: 

“I believe that upon the reading of the 
full text much of the opposition which 
has been based on a misunderstanding of 
the provisions of the treaty will disap- 
pear. In fact, I have received news from 
Bogota that such is the case. While the 
treaty has violent enemies, it also has 
some very staunch champions.” 

There Is Joy in France. 

Paris, March 18.—The announcement of 
the ratifacation of the Panama canal 
treaty by the United States senate yes- 
terday was receiyed with satisfaction by 
the officials and others here who have 
long been interested in this project. In 
government circles the senate’s action 
was considered to be an-assurance that 
the United States will carry out the work 
begun under French authority. Although 
the government of ‘France has no connec- 
tion with the Panama Canal Company, 
the former has always taken a deep in- 
terest in the success of the late Count de 
Lessep’s project owing to the great num- 
ber of French investors in the canal com- 
pany. A: leading, official -said: 

“If the senate’s action had occurred be- 
fore M. Delcasse’s speech in the cham- 
ber on foreign affairs, he would have 
referred to America’s taking up the work 
begun by France.” 

It is understood that the French com- 
pany will not make any definite plang 
for the future until the congress of Co- 
lombia ratifies the treaty, when the pro- 
cedure for the redistribution of the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of the property will be 
arranged. 

On the bourse today Panama 3 per cent 
rentes, which closed at 46 francs, ad- 
vanced to 47 and 48 francs. They have 
been gradualy depressed of late years, 
but have advanced steadily since the 
United States began the discussion of the 
treaty with Colombia.

TRYING TO HOLD 
COTTON DOWN 


Reported That Mills Have 
Understanding With 
Each Other, 


Spartanburg, 8S. C., March 18.—(Special.) 
Are the cotton mills in a combine whose 
object is to prevent the further advance 
of raw cotton? This question was pfro- 
pounded by a well-Known buyer here to- 
day. i 

“IT am. satisfied,”” said he, “that the 
cotton mills have an understanding among 
themselves, at least some of them, that 
they will hold off from buying raw cot- 
ton In an effort to get the price to go 
down.”’ 

The mills, it {is said, are of a bullish turn 
of mind, and hence the necessity for them 
to do what they can to hold prices down. 
At the present time it is said that there 
is only about 15 per cent of the amount of 
raw cotton in the country that could be 
found at the same date in 1902. The mills 
being able to get local cotton much cheap- 
er than western cotton have made most 
of their purchasés in the south, so that 
the southern crop is exhausted. Mills to- 
day are entering calls for local cotton, 
which they are unable to procure. Most 
of the mills are far less supplied with 
cotton than at the same date last year, al- 
though a few have contracted for all that 
tney need. 

The mills know that last year’s crop 
will have to last at least thirteen months 
on account of the lateness of the present 
season, so that everything is tending to- 
ward higher prices for the raw material. 
The mills in turn are doing what they 
can to get top prices for their goods, and 
it is said that some orders are turned 
down, the mills claiming that present 
prices will not leave them a sufficient mar- 
gin of profit. The situation is extremely 
interesting, to say the least. 


VANDERBILT STILL SUYING. 


Recently Purchased Another Large 
Tract of North Carolina Land. 

Asheville, N. C., March 18.—(Special.)— 
George W. Vanderbilt continues to buy 
western North Carolina land. He has re- 
cently purchased additional tracts aggre- 
gating 20,000 acres. It now appears that 
within the boundary of this last purchase 
is a block of 160 acres that belonged to 
the state. One of the subordinates as- 
sisting in engineering the sale made the 
discovery and promptly applied for a 
grant covering this block, and now has it 
in his possession. Whether he will close 
out to Vanderbilt at a reasonable figure, 
or hold with the hope of getting a big 
sum, is conjecture. The 160 acres are 
completely surrounded by Mr. Vander- 
bilt’s holdings.

Councilman Inman and His Card. 

In a card published yesterday after- 
noon, Councilman Hugh T. Inman, 
referring to the editorial in yester 
day morning’s Constitution based 
upon his minority report on the city 
bond proposition, says: 

The editorial] in this morning's Con- 
Stitution is very unfair in that it does 
not fully quote my minority report to 
council on the bond issue. 

Mr. Inman has a perfect right to 
attack the proposed bond issue, but 
he has not the right to impugn the 
motives of The Constitution. In- 
stead of being unfair to Mr. Inman, 
The Constitution has treated him 
with the utmost deference. In every 
editorial reference to the proposed 
bond issue and to Mr. Inman’s oppo- 
Sition we have spoken of Mr. Inman’s 
high standing as a business man, and 
in the very editorial to which he re- 
fers as being unfair to him The Con- 
Stitution said: “Mr. Inman has had 
large experience in such. matters, 
and as a practical, level-headed man, 
certainly his advice in this, as in all 
public matters, is wor... weighing 
carefully.” 

Mr. Inman should have done The 
Constitution the justice to say that his 
minority report was published in full 
in Tuesday morning’s Constitution. 
In commenting upon the report 
Wednesday morning... The Constitu- 
tion naturally did not again reproduce 
the minority report in full, but only 
quoted certain extracts, and without 
any intention whatsoever of misrepre- 
senting Mr. Inman or his attitude on 
the bond issue. 

In Mr. Inman’s card he states that 
The Constitution “cunningly leaves 
out one of the most important feat- 
ures” of his report, and, continuing, he 
says: 

My report was that. we should ask 
the legislature to so amend the ill that 
we could vote for $100,000 water works 
and $100,000 sewer bonds this vear, and, 
next Year if it was found desirable, we 
could easily go back to the legisziature 
and ask for another right to vote, and 
so on from year to year, so long as 
bonds were really necessary. This part 
of my report The Constitution has left 
out in quoting it 

In discussing the minority report 
which had been published in full the 
day before, The Constitution, in re- 
ferring to Mr. Inman’s suggestion of 
reopening the matter every two years 
in the legislature, said: 

But why reopen the proposition ev- 
ery year for the next four years? Why 
go to the legislature from year to year 
and trouble the people with an election 
every twelve months. for authority that 
could and should be granted at once? 
Why not close up the whole matter at 
once—and, at the same time, adopt Al- 
derman Inman’s plan for financing and 
carrying out this work to cover a period 
of four years?’’ 

It will, therefore, be seen that in- 
stead of misrepresenting Mr. Inman, 
The Constitution has treated him with

What's the Matter in Hawaii? 
What is the meaning of all these 
absconding and embezzlements on the 
part of public officials that are chron- 
icled in the press dispatches from Ho- 


nolulu. 

The Pacific cable has been in oper- 
ation but a few weeks. Comparatively 
few press dispatches have been sent 
over it, but these have been sufficient 
to indicate the existence of a lot of 
rottenness in our territory in the Pa- 
cific. Scarcely a cablegram but has 
told of the disappearance or arrest of 
some official of the government whose 
accounts or actions seem to have 
given warrant for the most serious 
charges. 

Can it be that the opening of 
prompt communication with the out- 
side world has developed a spirit of 
investigation in those in high position 
—that before such direct connection 
with the “mother” country, the con- 
duct of the Hawaiian government was 
a saturnalia of dishonesty? We hope 
not. Yet the series of discoveries fol- 
lowing immediately upon the opening 
of the cable gives rise to the suspi- 
cion. 

It is worth noting, incidentally, that 
the names of those against whom 
charges have been lodged show that 
they are not native Hawaiians, but be- 
long to what was at one time known 
in this country as the “carpet bag” 
element. Is the expansion of Amer- 
ican territory in the Pacific to be ac- 
companied by a repetition of the ex- 
periences of the southern states in 
the reconstruction period? 

We do not believe it. We have ab- 
solute confidence in the ability of the 
United States to so administer the in- 
Sular possession as to teach the na- 
tives honesty in the administration of 
government. It does seem, however, 
as if we have made a bad start in Ha- 
waii.

It is 
said that almost immediately after the 
passage of the act appropriating the sum 
referred to, a great steamship company 
began planning to have fts ships enter 
that port and into competition for a 
coastwise trade now worth annually $3,-

A remarkable tribute to the engin- 
eering ability and the success of 
Captain Gillette, who succeeded Cap- 
tain Carter in charge of the river and 
harbor work in Georgia, appears in 
a recent issue of The Engineering 
News, one of the most prominent 
technical papers published in the 
United States. 

Outside of the splendid work which 
Captain Gillette did in unearthing 
the frauds against the government 
which were the features of the Car- 
ter-Greene-Gaynor regime, his work 
rendered the government in the line 
of his engineering duties has been 
such as to call down upon his head 
the highest praise. e 

Speaking editorially of Captain Gil- 
lette and his work, The Engineering 
News says: 


On another page of this issue we pre- 
sent a paper describing the recent work 
of channel improvement at Cumberland 
sound. It shows not only the marvelous 
success of the work which is now in 
progress there, but the striking contrast 
between the cost of the work done under 
the Carter regime and its cost since it 
was placed in the hands of Captain Gil- 
lette. 

In 1900, after the work had been at a 
standstill for three years, it was placed 
in charge of Captain Gillette, and the 
remarkable results obtained since that 
time are in the highest degree creditable 
to the energy and engineering ability of 
this officer. Under the old fraudulent 
contracts, as noted above, $3.50 per ton 
was paid for light Florida limestone. The 
contractors under Captain Gillette, the 
firm of Christie, Low & Heyworth, have 
placed in the jetties 308,300 tons of granite, 
which is brought a distance of 700 miles, 
and yet its contract price in the work 
is only $1.90 to $2.15 per ton, according 
to the size used. Thus the work is be- 
ing conducted with such economy that, 
notwithstanding the half-million dollars 
and more stolen out of the early appro- 
priations by the Carter conspirators, Cap- 
tain Gillette bids fair to finish the entire 
work of improvement at Cumberland 
sound with a total outlay by the gov- 
ernment, including its losses by the Car- 
ter frauds, less than the amount original- 
ly estimated as the cost of the work by a 
board of engineers,

There are two classes of voters in 
Rhode Island—‘registry” and “tax” 
voters.

He Seems To Have Been Singled Out 
py the Ladrones—Harris Resigned 
Civil Servic> a Few Days 
Before He Was 
Killed.

Washington, March 18.—(Special.)—Ma- 
gila newspapers of February 9, which 
reached Washington today, give the de- 
tails of the engagement between constab- 
ylary and Ladrones at Marquina, in 
@hich Inspector Harris, an Atlanta boy, 


was killed. 

Ip this report it is stated that Captain 
Keithley, with a detachment of over a 
hundred men of the constabulary broken 
up into smaller bands under three Amer- 
jean officers, was scouting in the vicinity 
of Marquina. One of the smaller bands 
under Lieutenant Harris unexpectedly 


and was at once met with a heavy fire, 
which was returned. Almost at the first 
yolley Lieutenant Harris fell with five 
bullets in him, it evidently being the 
plan of the Ladrones to single out the 
Americans first. After Harris fell his de- 
tachment scattered out and continued to 
ficht until the arrival of reinforcements, 
when the Ladrones were routed. The size 
of the Ladrone band is estimated various- 
ly at from 50 to :®. The forces of the 
Ladrones were well prepared for battle, 
the eminence on which they were posted 
haveing Deéfi entrenched and otherwise 
fortified. The fact that the fight lasted 
almost two hours shows that the Fill- 
pinos were well supplied with ammuni- 
tion. 

It is related of Lieutenant Harris that 
just a few days before his death he ar- 
rived in Manila from his treasure ship 
at Surigao. In talking with a friend in 
the constabulary he said he was tired of 
the quiet life of treasurer and would pre- 
fer a little more excitement. His friend 
suggested his joining the constabulary. 
Harris said, “I'll do it,’’ and he did. He 
was killed on the fourteenth day of his 
service. His body was buried at Manila 
with military honors on the 9th of Feb- 
ruary.

“Any signs of hope for a crop?”

“Absolutely none,’’ Professor Scott re- 
plied. “I have been looking more after 
the work of spraying to get rid of the 
San Jose scale than anything else, and 
good work is being done in this direction, 
not only in north Georgia, but in all 
parts of the state. 

“But as for this year’s crop there is 
nothing doing in the northern part of the 
state, as I stated to The Constitution 
several weeks ago. The buds are all fall- 
ing off now, and only where a tree was 
sheltered by a house or in some such 
manner did any of them escape. Nearer 
Atlanta there are a few buds that give 
promise of furnishing a peach or two, 
and further south there is a chance for 
a fair crop if the blooms can be piloted 
safely through the other dangers that 
beset them.

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ROAD TO CHARGE 
HIGHER RATES 


Commission Grants Petition 
of Atlanta and West 
Point. 


-—_—-—— 


The railroad commission passed an or- 
der yesterday permitting the Atlanta and 
West Point railroad, after April 1, to 
charge higher freight rates. 

This matter has been before the com- 
mission for more than two months in 
the shape of a petition from the Atlanta 
and West Point to be restored to its old 
classification. Last year when the classi- 
fication of the railroads of the state was 
revised, the West Point was put in the 
first class, where it was allowed to charge 
only the standard tariff without per- 
centage. 

When the road's petition came up it 
was opposed by certain patrons of the line 
between Atlanta and West Point. but the 
officials seems to have made a good show- 
ing. The commission was Satisfied after 
a careful consideration of the matter 
that the West Point has had a good 
many expenses of late and will have 
others in the near future which will make 
large demand upon its revenues. It was 
for this reason that the order was passed 
yesterday putting the West Point back to 
where it formerly stood and where it is 
allowed to charge 10 per cent in addition 
to the standard tariff on the majority of 
the classifications of freight. 

The commission's order is as follows: 


Georgia, Atlanta, March 17, 190.—In the 
matter of the readjustment of the freight 
tariff of the Atlanta and West Point 
Railroad Company.—For and in consid- 
eration of the new conditions which have 
arisen since the date of the order of this 
commission placing the Atlanta and West 
Point Railroad Company in class 1 in re- 
spect to its maximum freight tariff by 
reason of the necessary extraordinary

It was there he was se- 
verely wounded and came home to recu- 
perate. While here he was appointed 
major of the Third Georgia regiment and 
went again to Cuba.

BAD SCHEDULE 


‘Citizens of Athens Call on 
Officials of the 
Seaboard, 


Captain J. J. C. McMahon, one of the 
most prominent business men of Athens 
and chairman of the committee on rail- 
roads of the Athens chamber of com- 
merce, was in the city yesterday. 

H. J. Rowe, proprietor of The Athens 
Banner, and also one of the most promi- 
nent business men of that city, accom- 
panied Captain McMahon. 

They came heré“for the purpose of tak- 
ing up with the Seaboard Air Line offi- 
cials here the matter of the discrimina- 
tion under which the business of Athens 
is laboring, from the fact that the first 
daily train to reach Athens from any di- 
rection does not arrive until 1 o’clock, 
after midday. 

“A few months ago,” said Messrs. Mc- 
Mahon and Rowe, “‘the Seaboard took off 
its 7:50 morning train from Atlanta, This 
train had been operated successfully for 
years, running from Atlanta to Clinton. 
For some reason, known only to the offi- 
cials of the Seaboard, this morning train 
was taken off, making the departure of 
the first morning train out of Atlanta 12 
o’clock, midday. For the past two or 
three months not a business house, a 
bank, or any one else in Athens, has re- 
ceived a letter until-after 1 o’clock in the 
day, and the result is that our business 
is practically one day behind time. We 
came here for the purpose of taking 
the matter up with the Seaboard Air 
Line officials and have received assur- 
ances that lead us to believe that this 
monstrous schedule will be remedied at 
once.”’

We have 
been receiving constant complaints, not 
only from Athens, but also from points 
along the line, and as the Seaboard’s 
chief object is to please its patrons I 
think it can be safely said that the early 
morning schedule will be reinstated with 
as little delay as possible.

Brother of Dead General Ca- 
cerez Threatens to Use 
the Torch, 


Cape Haitien, March 18.—News has been 
received here from LaVega, Santo Do- 
mingo, of the death of General Manuel 
Cacerez, governor of the province of 
Moco. His brother, General Ramon Cace- 
rez, governor of Santiago, has left for 
Moca. He threatens to burn the town 
of Santiago ff on his return he finds the 
situation of the government is desperate. 

On the northwest frontier the revo- 
lutionists have captured a big convoy of 
provisions on its way to the governmert 
of Dajabon.

Finally, another body of 
rebels was carrying on the movement 
in the eastern part of the republic.

BOND ISSUES ARE SUSTAINED. 


Important Decision by Mississippi 
Supreme Court. 

Jackson, Miss., March 18.—(Special.)-- 
The supreme court settled a point of gen- 
eral importance yesterday afternoon 
when it sustained the constitutionality of 
Section 30389 of the code of 1892, and the 
amendment of 1900, under authority of 
Which Yazoo City and several other cit- 
ies of the state have adopted amendments 
to their charters authorizing the issuance 
of bonds. The sections referred to permit 
those cities. which retain their special 
charters and have not come in under the 
code chapter, to amend their own char- 
ters. In the special case referred to such 
an amendment to the charter of Yazoo 


City authorizing the issuance of $175,000 
in bonds for sewerage, waterworks and 
electric lights was attacked as invalid be- 
cause the sections under which the 
amendment was made were alleged to be 
unconstitutional in that they attempted 
to delegate legislative powers to mun- 
icipalities. The supreme court, however, 
took the other view and sustained the 
bond issue and incidentally the validity of 
all bond issues that have been made by 
other cities of the state under similar 
circumstanaes.

Killing of a Man Nimed Gray by 
Surrency Near Bartow, Fla.

HOBSON IS HOT 
AFTER BANATEAD 


Makes Grave Charges Apains! 
Congressman From Alabama 


Asserts That Congressman Bankhead 
in the Fear of a Political Danger 
Gravely Neglected Duties 
of His High 
Office. 
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HOBSON ASKS PUBLICITY 
FOR DEFENSE OF SELF 


Greensboro, Ala., March 15, 1903.— 
Editor Constitution: Inclosed ig a 
copy of an open letter to The Mont- 
govery Advertiser, upon the mat- 
ter of my retirement from the 
navy. The papers of Alabama and 
of the country at large have wide- 
ly cireulated inaccurate accounts 
of this matter, due In large meas- 
ure to the efforts of Mr. Lucian 
Julien Walker, private secretary of 
Mr. J. H. Bankhead, representative 
from the sixth Alabama congres- 
sional district. The facts have 
been perverted with a view to. ab- 
solving Mr. Bankhead from respon- 
sibility for the defeat of the bill 
for my retirement. Though not 
wishing to involve The Atlanta 
Constitution in any way in a con- 
troversial correspondence, I am 
sure you will, in fairness, willingly 
comply with the request I[ hereby 
make for publication of the inclos- 
ed letter. Yours very truly,

In his statement, the 
foregoing letter, Richmond Pearson Hob- 
son charges Congressman Bankhead with 
fixing him to resign and that the con- 
gressman from Alabama, “in the appre- 
hension of a political danger, grossly neg- 
lected the duties of his high office.” 

Mr. Hobson deals fully with his case, 
citing just what he has done in an effort 
to secure relief for his eyes, which he as- 
serted were injured while in the service 
of his country. 

The full text of the letter to The Mont- 

Advertiser follows: 

Attacks Walker’s Letter. 

“Greensboro, Ala., March 15, 1903.—Edl- 
tor Montgomery Advertiser: In The Ad- 
vertiser of February 18, under the title 
the Hobson Case,’ appé@ars a letter from 
Mr, Lucien Julien Walker, which, your 
headlines state, absolves Mr. Bankhead. 
The letter states, referring to the mat- 
ter of my retirement, ‘He was not re- 
tired in the ordinary way because two 
different medical boards of the navy found 
that he was not physically qualified for 
retirement; that his eyes were quite good 
enough for the delicate and difficult work 
ot a naval constructor. He was not re- 
tired by act of congress for the reason, 
in part, of the findings of the medical 
board, but mainly for the reason that a 
special act in his behalf would establish 
a precedent extremely dangerous to the 
well being of the navy, in that any other 
young officer could with just as good ex- 
cuse ask to be retired while the navy is 
already gravely underofficered.’ 

“This statement of the case is at vari- 
ance with the recorded facts, yet it has 
been spread broadcast over the state of 
Alabama and the country at large. It is 
now time that the facts should be known, 
and I am sure that you will in fairness 
give this open letter the same promi- 
nence in publication that you have repeat- 
euy given the misstatements, 

“One medical board only has examined 
my eyes, and this board found them in- 
jured as I represented. The board con- 
sisted of Surgeons F. J. B. Cordeiro, Oli- 
ver D. Norton and George Pickerell. It 
met at Cavite, Manila, on June 4, 1900, 
made an opthalmic examination, and re- 
ported unanimously that my malady was 
‘retinitis,’ its probable future duration ‘in- 
definite’ and its origin ‘service in the 
tropics.” As a result of this report I was 
invalidated to the hospital at Yokohama, 
Japan, and thence ordered to the United 
States. The occulist, Dr. Stafford, who 
was consulted in connection with the med- 
ica] board, confirmed its finding and said 
there was grave danger ,of blindness. 
Mr. Walker’s “Unwadrranted State- 

ments.”’ 

‘The sole basis, as far as I can see, 
for the unwarranted statements of Mr. 
Walker is the action of the retiring board, 
before which I appeared in January, 1902. 
The two surgeons on this board o¢ five 
members did not make an opthalmic ex- 
amination for the reason that I told the 
board upon appearing before it that my 
vision was good and I could do duty for 
the time, the danger lying in the future 
should |] take up the trying work of the 
construction corps. The board informed 
me, in effect, that they had no power 
or jurisdiction over matters of the future, 
and that they could act only after I hmd 
gone back to work and become inca- 
pacitated for duty. With retinal trouble, 
such incapacity would be equivalent to 
blindness. 

“My only chance of recovery lay in 
avoiding such work as that of the con- 
struction corps. I applied, therefore, to the 
only source of relief for this peculiar 
par § congress. Mr. Walker makes my 
application out in the light of a request 
for congressional favor over the disap- 
proval of the regular naval authorities. 
As a matter of fact, all the various au- 
thorities approved and favorably indorsed 
the application, the chief constractor, 
the secretary of the navy, and the com- 
mand@er in chief, fhe president, who trans- 
mitted the request to congress in a spe- 
cial message of indorsement, Senator 
Gallinger introduced the required bill in 
the senate and Mr. Moody, of Oregon, 
introduced it in the house of representa- 
tives. 

“lI applied to Senator Morgan to help 
me and take charge of the bill in the 
senate. He consented and gave it cordial 
support, and it was favorably reported 
upon by the senate naval committee and 
placed upon the senate caléndar for pas- 
sage. I applied to Mr. Bankhead for the 
same service in the house of representa- 
tives. He refused, opposed the measure, 
and it was defeated in committee by his 
democratic colleagues.

STATE TRAFFIC 


Where Railroad Runs Into 
Another State Commission 
ls Powerless. 


is manifested by rail- 
road officials and members of the rail- 
road commission in a recent decision 
handed down by the United States su- 
preme court, the importance of which 
seems to have been somewhat overlook- 
ed. 

The decision in question held that a 
railroad running between two points in 
the same state, vut passing for a part 
of its length through another state, is 
subject to federal jurisdiction only, and 
that its traffic cannot be interfered with 
or controlled by she railroad commission 
of the state involved. 

The case went up from the circuit 
court of the eastern district of Arkan- 
sas in the shape of a suit to enjoin the 
railroad commission of that state from 
enforcing rates on a road part of whose 
line ran into another state. It was con- 
tended that the traffic so handled was 
entirely local and subject, therefore, to 
state authority. ‘lhe interstate com- 
merce commission has always contend- 
ed that this is interstate traffic and sub- 
ject to federal jurisdiction only. The 
United States supreme court, in this 
Arkansas case, has also taken that view 
and the question is thus permnently set- 
tled. 

There are a few states in the union 
which this decision does not affect. Geor- 
gia has several roads, or combinations 
of roads which handle traffic between 
points, but carry it outside 
in doing so, and these come within the 
scope of the decision. Freight is fre- 
quently handled from Augusta to points 
in Georgia over railroads in South Car- 
olina, It goes over the Port’ Royal and 
Western Carolina to the Southern north- 
ward and to the Coast Line or Southern 
southward. The same is true of freight 
between Columbus and other points in 
the state where the West Point carries 
it to Opelika and the Central then car- 
ries it to Columbus or Georgia points 
ir. that vicinity.

Charges Bankhead with Gross Neg- 
lect. 

“Thus I find myself entirely 
from the navy after about eighteen 
years’ service, ‘in which fierce conditions 
were encountered in Cuba, China and the 
Philippines that caused permanent injury 
to my eyes, which are giving me almost 
continual trouble, preventing me, except 
at a risk of ultimate blindness, from per- 
forming. the work of my profession, 
either in the navy or civil life. In this 
unhappy plight I am cut off from the just 
relief which I had a right to expect 
from my country and am cut off through 
the action of my own representative, 
whose help I had a right to claim as a 
constituent. A \great injustice has been 
done me and I charge the responsibility 
directly and absolutely to J. H. Bank- 
head, who, in the apprehension of a po- 
litical danger, grossly neglected the duty 
of his high office. 

“Mr. Bankhead cannot escape this re- 
sponsibility béhind the evasions that have 
appeared from his supposedly irresponsi- 
ble mouthpiece, his private secretary, your 
correspondent. The bill, instead of being 
against the judgment of the regular naval 
authorities, as is alleged, was pronounced 
just and approved by them all. Instead 
of constituting an alleged dangerous pre- 
cedent, the case stands unique; there 
never has been a similar case before, and 
in all probability there never will be a 
similar case again, where a naval con- 
structor goes off to war service and in 
this service and that immediately follow- 
ing incurs eye troubles that cut off the 
practice of his profession. 


Injury Done the Naval Service. 

‘Tn this matter of a precedent, in tak- 
ing a position antagonistic to recorded 
facts and directly opposite to that of the 
naval authorities and of Senator Morgan, 
Mr. Bankhead seems never to have taken 
into consideration the injury that would be 
done the naval service by the precedent 
of denying an officer thee just relief of 
retirement for injuries incurred in the 
line of duty. 

“There is no escape in the assertion 
that Mr Bankhead did not persmally ap- 
proach any member of the naval com- 
mittee. Such a method would be the very 
last one to be expected from a politician 
planning to achieve a result and then to 
escape the responsibility. 

‘Nor can refuge be found in the alleged 
passive position. The neglect of duty 
would be complete even in passiveness. 

“Neither is there escape in claiming 
that Mr. Bankhead was not requested 
to introduce the bill, nor in his being ab- 
sent from Washfngton when the final ac- 
tion of the committee was taken. These 
incidents have no real bearing upon the 
case and advancing them as advancing 
the other evasions and using the mouth- 
plece of his secretary shows clearly un- 
scrupulous scheming, shows the conscious- 
ness of guilt and the lack of courage to 
confess or face the facts.

DUTY DEFINED 
FOR OFFICERS 


Water Board Settles Big Existing 
Conten‘ion Among Officials 


Report Is Made by Expert Anderson 
Regarding Cracks Discovered 
in Two Pumps at Chatta- 
hoochee Station of 
the Syste&. 


During the meeting of the board of 
water commissioners yesterday afternoon 
Park Woodward, the general 
manager of the water works department, 
Was made the executive head of the sys- 
tem and was charged with the task of ad- 
ninistering the affairs of the department 
according to the best of his ability, bear- 
ing in mind the instructions of the board 
and its general policy. 

Judge George Hillyer, the president of 
the board, was charged with the duty of 
presiding over the meetings of the board, 
and with the task of seeing that the su- 
perintendent faithfully performs his du- 
tfes and maintains the policy of the board. 
The president is to direct the attention 
of the general manager to those things 
which he thinks demand attention, and 
in the event the general manager faiis to 
attend to them the president is to call 
the attention of the board to the fact 
at the next regular meeting, or during 
a special meeting if the need be sufficient- 
ly urgent. 

Barrett Resolution. 

Afcier adopting these rules defining the 
duties of the president and general man- 
ager, respectively, the board unanimous- 
ly adopted ‘tthe following resolution, which 
was introduced Ly Commissioner Charles 
A. Barrett: 

“Resolved by the board of water com- 
missioners: 

‘That this board takes this occasion 
to express our very high regard and pro- 
found respect cfficially and personally 
for the president of this board, the Hor. 
George Hillyer, and to assure him of 
cur sincere appreciation cf hist zealous 
and patriotic devotion to the duties that 
have devolved upon him in his long ser- 
vice as a water commicsioner, and fur- 
ther it is our pleasure to say we have 
always found him to be an able, courteous 
end considerate gentleman and presiding 
officer, always acting from his conscienti- 
cus convictions for the best interest of 
the city: and respectfully ask that this 
resolution >°%e spread vnon the reords.’’ 

The report of C. H. Anderson, the ex- 
pert who examined the engines at the 
Chatiahocchee pumping station, was read 
to the board. It stated that three cracks 
had been found in the “‘George Hillyer’ 
and one in the “Howell C. Erwin.” 

Reporm of the Expert. 

Some excerpts from the report of the 
expert, who is the personal representative 
of the Holly Manufacturing Company, 
toilow: 

“The effect of fiese cracks:is to slightly 
weaken the pumps at this point and to re- 
duce the distributing surface that was 
originally designed fo receive the strains 
of stay bolt, as well as to assist in bracing 
the rear or back heads of pumps with side 
walls of the chambers. 

“The cause or reason for the appear- 
ance of these cracks are one of two 
things. viz: undue shrinkage strains or 
excessive pressure in the pump chambers. 
If shrinkage strains, they would no doubt 
have made their appearance a long time 
and as the pumps have been In 
rearly constant daily service for about 
eleven years, and very frequent examina- 
tion of the pump valves are made. 

“It is shown by the daily record kept 
by the engines at the station, of the 
amount of water pumped and pressure 
pumped against, that the water pressure 
has been gradually increasing from year 
to year, and the speed of engines remain- 
ing the same as contract stipulation of 
eighteen revolutions, and as the denand 
for water increased it was necessary to 
operate both engines together to sup- 
ply the required quantity and at a much 
increased pressure. 

“At times when the river is high and 
conditions of the water is muddy and 
contains large quantities of sand and 
silt, the engines are not operated for 
several days, or until the river has re-. 
ceded and the condition of the water be-: 
comes better, and then when the engines 
are started up it is necessary to operate 
them continuously and at a high rate of 
speed te replenish the reservoir with 
water to fill same to its regular level. 
Such a condition exists at the present 
time, the engines being idle. 

You will readily see from the state- 
ments or records that the pumps have for 
many years been subjected fo a water 
pressure exceeding that-for wich they 
were specified, and this pressure has grad- 
ually been getting greater and greater 
until a part of the pump gave way under 
it,, to the extent of a few ribs crack- 
ing. 

“It is very conclusive from the present 
conditions of the machinery and force 
main that some energetic efforts must 
be made very soon to remedy the trouble, 
and, as the addition of new. machinery 
and new force main would require quite 
a length of time to complete and have 
ready for service, would appear that some 
action would be necessary at once.’’

W. E. Christian, assistant general pas- 
senger agent of the Seaboard Air-~ Line, 
bas furnished The Constitution with a 
statement about. the matter, and,. from 
what he says, charges will doubtless be 
preferred against the policeman. 

So far, hawever, Chief Ball 
ceived no official notification of 
charges against Officer Hill. 

* Mr. Christian's statement is very caus- 
tic: 

“Tl do not like to be drawn into this 
matter, but since J] have been asked for 
an expression of opinion I will say that 
I read in The Constitution this morning 
the story about Mr. Clements, our trav- 
eling passenger agent. I was not present. 

‘Mr. Clements was in this matter either 
right or wrong. If hé was wrong, I do 
not consider that the Seaboard Air Line 
railway should be represented by any 
person who could properly be ejected 
from a theater. Tf he was right, the treat- 
ment of him I consider to be an outrage, 
and from the telephone messages and 
other communications that have come to 
me both verbally and otherwise today, I 
believe that no blame whatever attaches 
to him in the matter. From all I can 
learn the policeman’s conduct was with- 
out justification, and my personal opinion 
is, from the facts before me, that this 
man should be turned out of his job. 

“The men working under me here I 
believe to be gentlemen in every sense, 
and if they are not they cannot retain 
their positions.

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NO MALE CONGREGATIONS. 


French Chamber Refuses Authoriza- 
tion to Them. 

Paris, March 18.—The chamber today de- 
voted its entire sitting to finishing the de- 
bate on the law refusing the authoriza- 
tion to male religious congregations, re- 
quired under the law of associations. The 
house finally adopted the report of the 
commission against the authorization by a 
small majority, 

The announcement that Premier Combes 
would speak caused every seat on the 
floor and in the gafierfes to be occupted. 
The premier argued that the suppression 
of the congregations was not a suppres- 
sion of the liberty of teaching. The state 
had the right to, regulate public instruc- 
tion, to look Into its charter and forbid 
the teaching of doctrines contrary to re- 
publican principles. This was what the 
State was doing. Instead of love, fra- 
ternity and unity, among the people, the 
teaching by the congregati6ns brought 
forth hatreds and alienated the people 
from the republic. It was time to take 
measures to end this propaganda. The 
congregations were doing all in their 
power to destroy the republican doctrine 
and to show any weakness toward them 
would be unbardonable. The country had 
encouraged the government's policy in 
all the recent elections which resulted in 
favor of a republican policy. 

After a brief reply by M. Ribot, the 
chamber voted the adoption of the com- 
mittee’s report by 300 votes to 257. This 
vote implied that the chamber refused to 
discuss the Grticles of the report but 
adopted the conclusion of the report in 
favor of rejecting applications for au- 
thorization for al} teaching congregations.

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not the least fear or danger of a tax 
raise; that simply being an argument to 
catch their vote. This council would not 
dare vote a raise of tax on the people. 

“What I believe, Mr. Chairman, is that 
the apprehension would not be near 50 
grave about water and sewers, and bonds 
would not be so vigorously contended for, 
if this city council had more money to 
appropriate. There is always more rat 
holes to fill, more salaries to increase, 
more streets to work out, more lights 
wanted, unti] the average member of 
council has his nights made sleepless, if 
he bas no way to meet these demands 

“Your honor, only last year the council 
raised salaries about $20,000, and even 
now we have on the desk @ resolution for 
big increases. 

“Sir, the idea is to take this bond 
money, apply it to work now being done 
on water and sewers and reapportion the 
money now in use for these causes, SO 
that money can come back into the jug 
and be spent in other flelds. 

“One of the trustees of Carnegie libra- 
ry told me last week he was going to 
vote for bonds because he wanted city 
council] to give the library $12,000. 

‘“T suppose the issuance of $800,000 in 
bonds for the further reason that it will 
require $54,666.66 to annually be taken 
from our income and paid out to maintain 
the sinking fund and interest account, 
and this for thirty years runs up to the 
large sum of $1,640,000. 

“Why not take the $64,000 per annum 
and spend that for a few years in doing 
this work? There ts no pressing need of 
doing all this work in a single *verr. Tet 
us do it gradually and not owe the $800,000 
bonds.”’ 

In conclusion, Alderman Inman moved 
the adoption of the minority report, 

Councilman Key Talks. 

Councilman Key made reply. 

“The taxable property of the city,’ he 
sald, “is increasing every year. If the 
taxable values increase $2,000,000 a year, 
our limit of bonded indebtedness will in- 
crease $180,000 a year. There are several 
things that recommend this bond issue to 
me very favorably, and one is that there 
are many families that are now without 
water and they are entitled to water 
service.”’ 

Referring to the sewer bonds, the speak- 
er said that the city could not answer 
with a bond to the courts the pale and 
sallow faces of the children who have 
been made ill and diseased by the nox- 
ious gases the city is pouring from the 
trunk sewers into the yards of their pa- 
rents, 

Councilman Winn spoke for the bonds. 

“The finance committee has this year 
given to the sewer committee the pitiful 
sum of $25,000 for the extension of trunk 
sewers. Why, if future finance commit- 
tees are as liberal, it will take ten years 
to even carry these trunk sewers to the 
city limits, without arranging for the 
disposition of the sewerage.’ 

Regarding the position of Alderman In- 
man, Councilman Winn said: 

“It ill becomes Mr. Inman, who has 
made his fortune here and who has been 
honored time and again by these people, 
to say to them: ‘You are not capable of 
judging of this matter for yourselves. I 
will do your thinking#for you.’ 

“We are not acting on the question of 
issuing bonds, your honor. We are act- 
ing on the question of allowing the peo- 
ple to say whether they want the bonds 
issued and the improvements made. That 
question we will act favorably upon and 
will not allow the people to be controlled 
by any one man." 

Alderman Woodward said he favored 
the issuance of bonds and he called at- 
tention to the fact that if the idea of 
Alderman Inman is put into execution all 
the money of the city will be devoted for 
several years to the sewer and water 
departments, leaving none for the police, 
fire, sanitary, school and other depart- 
ments. 

Girardeau Favored Bonds. 

Alderman Girardeau favored the issue, 
“We are ten years behind on our works 
in nearly all departments and we should 
now seize this oportunity to catch up.” 

Councilman Winn said he had respect 
for the opinion of Alderman Inman. He 
presented the following ordinance: 

“An ordinance providing for the manner 
and time of sale of sewer and water 
bonds. 

“Section 1. Be it ordained by the mayor 
and gencral council, that in the event the 
people approve the issue of water and 
sewer bonds, as provided in the ordi- 
nance adopted this day by the common 
council, in the following sums, to-wit: 
Four hundred thousand dollars for the 
extension of sewers and disposal of sew- 
age water, and $400,000 of bonds for the 
extension and improvement of the water 
system, the proceeds of the sale of said 
bonds shall be used as follows: 

“In the year 198 only $100,000 of bonds 
for the extension of sewer system, é@tc., 
shall be sold and proceeds applied to said 
purpose. . Likewise, in the present year, 
1908, only $100,000 of .water bonds shall be 
issued and sold and proceeds applied to 
said purpose. 

‘In the year 1904 a similar amount of 
each class Of @@id bonds shall be sold and 
proceeds used as aboxye provided. 

‘‘Likewlse ‘in 1905 a similar amount of 
each class of bonds shall be sold and 
proceeds used as above provided, 

“Likewise in 1906 a similar amount of 
each class of bonds shall be sold, and 
proceeds used as above provided. 

“Sec. 2. Be it further ordained by the

Amorous Favors Bonds. 
Councilman Amorous favored the bonds. 
“If these bonds are authorized,’”’ he 

said,’’ ‘‘by the people, Mr. Inman will be 
here for three years to see that this 
money is judiciously expended, as we all 
know he will. 

“This is the best investment Atlanta 
can make, and it is what we ought to 
do.” 

Councilman Amorous stated that if the 
bonds were authorized no work would 
be done this year.

“There is just One other reason for not 
postponing this matter, and that is that 
the longer we put this matter off the 
larger the registration list grows. When 
the time “or voting comes many people 
will be out of town, oiners will have 
registered for other reasons than the 
bond election, and the bonds will not 
carry, not because the people are op- 
posed to them, but because there will not 
be enough people to go to the polls.” 

Opposed Going Into Debt. 
Councilman Stephens stated that he did 

not believe in going into debt. 

“I know I do not hold the popular 
view,’ he said, ‘‘but I do not believe in 
going into debt unless there is a necessity 
upon us. There is no such necessity now. 
I think we ought to go to the legislature 
and ask permission to increase the tax 
rate. If we will increase it one-quarter 
of 1 per cent we will have about $150,000 
a year. That, with the $50,000 a year we 
will have to pay in interest, will give us 
$1,000,000 in ten years and we can make 
these improvements.”’ 

Councilman Terrell favored the bonds 
because he thought his section needs 
them. | 

“‘We poor folks in tne first ward,” he 
said, ‘“‘want water and sewers and school 
houses, because we have much need of 
them.’’ 

The votes were then taken. The mi- 
nority report of Alderman Inman was 
defeated and the bond ordinance that 
came from the special committee was 
adopted.

‘Ordinance. Alexandru partitioned off his 
ifruit store with a curtain and proceeded 
to dispense soda water on Sunday, claim- 
'fng to have as much right to do so as the 
drug stores. Colonel George Jones, Alex- 
andru’s attorney, proved by a number of 
‘Witnesses that it was customary for drug 
, @tores to sell cigars and soda water and 
|that the Sunday law was practically a 
| dead letter. Colonel Jones said he hardly 
; thought that it was the intention of the 
| law to prohibit the sale of sugh articles, 
hut that it referred to grocery and dry 
t@goods stores and asked the court to de- 
;Gine what were necessities as stated by the 
daw.

the defendant guilty. 

This being the first case, however, Judge 
Freeman suspended sentence and warned 
Alexandru not to open his place for bus- 
ineSs on Sunday in the future.

Macon, Ga., March 18.—(Special.)—“Vl 
teach you darkies that you can't defy 
the board of health.”’ said Judge Free- 
man this morning when George Mitch- 
ell, a negro, was arraigned for escaping 
from the pest house. Mitchell was quar- 
tered at the pest house suffering from a 
very severe case of smallpox, and after 
@busing the guards and defying them to 
use their guns, decided that he would 
change his abode. After being at liberty 
for some days he was arrested last night 
and became a lodger in the police bar- 
racks. After being locked up Mitchell 
@gain got on his abusing clothes and had 
to be confined in the dungeon. He was 
given $50 or four months on the gang. 

Barkeepers and the Clubs. 

Macon, Ga., March 18.—(Special.)—The 
Macon barkeepers held a meeting this 

morning and decided to enjoin the city 
from collecting the $250 license tax which 
will be due from each of them on April 
1. This action was taken on account 
of the attitude of the city authorities 
toward the Cherokee, Progress, Elks and 
ther clubs. The saloon men claim that 
it is an injustice to charge them $500, 
while the clubs by paying a government 
license are at liberty to sell spirituous 
liquors and contribute nothing to the 
city. One of the speakers said he would 
gladiy close up his place, if by selling 
liquors from a private bottle upstairs 
he could escape paying the $500 license. 
@nd declared that the clubs should be 
put on *he same basis as bar rooms, with 
whom they compete. He said that while 
Saloons were obliged to close on Sun- 
days and election days, the clubs were 
wide open and did a land office business. 
After deliberating upon the subject it 
was decided not to pay the license for 
the second half of the year until the 
clubs had paid the full vear's license.

Hearing of Arguments ir the Anti- 
Merger of Government Case 
Against Northern Securities 
Company Begins at St. 

Louis. 


St. Louis, March 18.—For the first time 
in the history of the United States courts, 
and by authority of a special act of con- 
gress last February, four United States 
circuit judges are sitting together to hear 
arguments in a case, the trial being the 
fight of the government against the 
Northern Securities Company, of New 
Jersey, in the celebrated merger suit. Un- 
der this special act the United States 
circuit court for the district of Minnesota 
is holding its sessior in St. Louis in 
the appellate court » tg and by this 
arrangement the case can go immediate- 
ly from this court to the supreme court 
of the United States, whereas in the 
general court proceeding it would neces- 
sarily go through the circuit court of 
appeals and delay of from two to three

straint of trade or attempted monopolies, 
will be nullified by the power of individ- 
uals, who wil thus show the impotence 
of the declared will of the American peo- 
ple.” 

He referred at length to the events 
Which led up to the acquisition of the 
Burlington system, and referred to James 
J. Hill, J. P. Morgan and E. H. Harriman 
as the potential actors in this transac- 
tion, ‘‘the great triumvirate of this co- 
Icssal transcontinental combine.’ He de- 
scribed the notable contest betwegn these 
financial powers to control the Northern 
Pacific railway, and through it the Bur- 
lington system, which culminated in the 
panic of May 9, 1901, when Northern Pa- 
cific rose to $1,000 a share. He contended 
that after this panic had shaken the 
equilibrium oft the financial world, the 
contestants enterea into a definite treaty 
of peace, whereby Mr. Morgan was not 
merely to control the board of directors 
of the Northern Pacific, but all interests 
were to be harmonized under the ‘‘com- 
munity of interest’? plan as finally devel- 
oped into an incorporated “‘unity of own- 
ership’ plan. 

Extraordinary Powers. 

Mr. Beck then analyzed the charter of 
the Nerthern Securities Company, and 
said: 

“Such extraorcinary powers were never 
yet granted to a corporation unless it be 
one of the New Jersey breed. In a few 
words, its powers may be classified as 
follows: 

‘‘(1) Infinite in scope. 

‘“(2) Perpetual in character. 

(3) Vested in the hands of a few. 

‘(4) By methods secret even to stock- 
holders. 

‘It will be interesting to follow out the 
possibilities of such a corporation. ‘The 
original idea of the holding corporation, 
as explained by noted financiers, is ta 
enable the minority to rule the majority. 

‘‘A majority of the Northern Securities 
Company, namely, $201,000,000, controls 
the Burlington, Northern Pacific and 
Great Northern systems and all supbsidi- 
ary companies whose aggregate capital- 
ization, ineluding funded debt, exceeds 
$1,000,000,000, but the board of directors, 
whose holdings of Northern Securities 
may be comparatively insigaificant, cau, 
during the tenure of their office, appoint 
a committee with power to act and to use 
the seal of the corporation at pleasure. 
This committee may only be three in 
number, and a majority is determina- 
tive. Thus, in the last analysis, two 
men may control the unlimited powers 
of the holding company, which in turn 
controls the vast powers of the Bur- 
lington, Northern Pacific and Great 
Northern compapies and all subsidiary 
companies. When in the history of cor- 
porate organization was there ever a 
charter which concentrated vast and im- 
—e power in the hands of so 
ew’ 

Mr. Beck conterded that the boards 
of directors of the Union Pacific, the 
Northern Pacific, the Great Northern and 
Burlington systems had been so grouped 
that all interests were represented on 
each, and all motive and necessity for 
competition eliminated; that in this man- 
ner a working combination had- been 
effected which controlled the three trans- 
continental systems, otherwise competi- 
tive, whose trackage was over 433,000 
miles.

Irrespective 
of the abstract power to sell, the le- 
gality of the transaction must turn upon 
the power of the Northern Securities 
Company to buy the stock of two con- 
stituent systems, and this, he contended, 
did not exist in view of the provision 
of the law which forbids any attempt 
to monopolize competitive traffic. 

In conclusion Mr. Beck said: 

“The American people are both con- 
servative and practical, and when they 
recognize that monopoly is beneficent and 
competition is an evil, they will repeal 
existing laws and by positive legislation 
facilitate and legalize railway monopoly.

ANOTHER BIG SEED OIL MILL. 


Athens Shortly To Have a New In- 
dustry. 

Athens, Ga., March 18.—(Special.)—Ath- 
ens is to have another large cotton seed 
oil mill, fertilizer factory and acid cham- 
ber, and the amount of money to be ex- 
pended in the erection and equipment of 
the same will be at least $250,000. The 
projectors of the new enterprise will be 
the Southern Cotton Oi] Company and 
they will at an early date begin work 
upon the construction of the new plant. 

There were present in Athens today 
Messrs. L. A. Ransom, of Atlanta, 
general manager of the Southern Cotton 
Oil Company for the state of Georgia; 
C. E. Borden, of Richmond, Va., and F. 
B. Dancy, of Atlanta, directors in this 
company, and R. F. Sams, general in- 
spector of the southern division of this 
company. They were rather reticent as 
to their intentions, but it is gathered 
from reliable sources that they were here 
for the purpose of inspecting a number 
of proposed sites for the new establish- 
ment. They made a thorough inspection 
of the plant of the Athens oil mill. now 
owned by their company, but it is not 
believed that they have any idea of lo- 
cating the new plant at that place, as it 
is in the city, and they would not care 
to locate their mill at one point and their 
acid chambers at another. They took a 
carriage and were driven to several sec- 
tions immediately adjoining the city. 

The new mill will be one of the largest 
of its kind in this section of the country 
and will have a large capacity and will 
employ a large number of operatives. 
This is another of the big manufactories 


that are to make Athens a great. indus- 
trial center within the next few years.

However, the officers of 
the copany were not idle. The plaintiffs, 
alleging that their property was worth 
$15,000, were promptly sought out by the 
electric company people and tendered 
$15,000 in gold for a deed to the prop: 
erty. Up to this hour they have not 
accepted the proposition, and it is not 
believed they will. 

Owing to the fact that the franchise

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THEY CRITICISE 
THE GOVERNOR 


some Florida Newspapers At- 
lack Governor Jennings, 


He Appointed a Commissioner To St. 
Louis Exposition Cause of the 
Criticism—Some Precedents 
Shown by His Friends 
for His Action. 


Tallahassee, Fla., March 18.—(Special.)— 
The newspapers of Florida are just now 
indulging in ‘aonsiderable criticism af 
Governor Jennings about a matter so 
trivial that it scarcely deserves notice, 
and would receive none but for the fact 
that the criticism Is so clearly due to a 
total misunderstanding of certain cus- 
toms and precedents which have obtained 
in the executive office for many years. 

On December 14, 1901, Governor Jen- 
nings made a complimentary appoinment 
of T. M. Wetr, of Hillsboro county, to 
be a commissioner to the Louisiana pur- 
chase exposition to be held in St. Louis 
next year. The appointment and accom- 
panying commission were issued as a 
compliment, pure and simple. No pow- 
ers were granted, no authority conferred, 
no compensation contracted for, no Oath 
taken, no obligation incurred and there 
are no duties to perform. The governor, 
indeed, possesses no authority, without 
legislative grant, to issue a commission 
catrying powers, authority and compen- 
sation, and none such was ever thought 
of in connection with the complimentary 
commission issued to Mr. Weir and sev- 
eral other gentlemen who received simi- 
lar commissions. Yet some of the state 
papers would have it appear that the gov- 
ernor is usurping authority to which he 
is not entitled, and is infringing upon 
the powers of the legislature and antici- 
pating the action of that branch of the 
government, remarking that the govern- 
or’s course “will not wear well,”’ and 
other stronger expressions. 

If these critics would look over the 
official record books tn the office of the 
secretary of state they would find a large 
and well worn volume set aside axclusive- 
ly “for complimentary appointments and 
commissions.’’ The commissions therein 
recorded date back many years, and a 
glance at the objects for which this class 
of appointments have been made will show 
that the custom of making them {gs en- 
tirely proper and unobjectionable, and 
that they should not be confused with 
appointments regularly made by authority 
of law. 

Some \“recedents. 

_ To go back no more than ten years ago, 
one finds Governor Mitchell’s appoint- 
ments of delegates to the first Pan-Amer- 
ican medical congress; to the farmers’ 
national congress, and an immigration 
agent to New York. Governor Bloxham 
named delegates to the seacoast and har- 
bor defense convention, ete. Governor 
Jennings appoints delegates to a confer- 
ence on taxation by the national clvic 
federation; to a good roads convention 
at Buffalo and another at Charleston; to 
the American econgress of tuberculosis, 
etc. These are the more important and 
useful of the objects served through the 
medium of these complimentary commis- 
sions. The record further shows, how- 
ever, that during the first administration 
of Governor Bloxham (1881-1885) and un- 
der Governors E. A. Perry, Fleming, 
Mitchell and Bloxham again, these com- 
plimentary commissions, and especially 
as delegates or commissioners to the 
New Orleans, Atlanta and Chicago ex- 
positions were issued by the scores and 
hundreds. It is a fact that almost any- 
body who asked for one could get it. 
Governor Jennings, indeed, has been more 
cautious and sparing in isSuing these pa- 
pers than any of his predecessors for at 
least twenty years past, as the record 
clearly shows. 

All these appointments simply mean 
that the appointees are respectable and 
representative citizens of Florida, worthy 
of such courtesies and consideration as 
may be extended them at the gatherings 
to which they are accredited. They are 
searcely more than letters of introduc- 
tion, granted to proper persons on suit- 
able occasions in accordance with a cus- 
tom of many years, and believed to have 
originated—as it certainly has been con- 
tinued—in the belief that the persons 
thus honored will thereby be placed in 
a position to better advance the interests 
of the state. 

Governor Jennings’ appointment of Mr. 
Weir and several others as commission- 
ers to the St. Louis exposition can In no 
manner affect, handicap or embarrass the 
action of the legislature toward securing 
proper representation of Florida at that 
great undertaking. It has nothing to do 
with it.

BEASTS HOWLED 


World’s Biggest Elephant 
Passes Away at Sea. 
Mourned by Mates. 


New York, March 18.—The elephant Jin- 
go, said to have been larger than Jum- 
bo, died at sea on the steamer Georgic, 
which arrived today from Liverpool, The 
animal's death occurred March 12 and 
the huge body was buried at sea. An 
animal show bought Jingo in London. 
The elephant had not traveled stnce in- 
fancy, and from the time of sailing at 
Liverpool it fretted and pined away. 

Jingo was 22 years old, 12 feet high, 
weighed 6 tons and was valued at $50,000, 

For sixty: hours preceding its death 
the mammoth ‘beast trumpeted without 
ceasing and twice ‘knocked down its- 
keeper, Thomas wawrence, who attempt- 
ed to pacify it. The cries of the elephant 
aroused the leopards and tigers which 
were on the ship and they, too, joined 
in the cry which for three days kept 
the crew of the Georgic on its guard. 

As each day passed Jingo seemed to 
grow weaker and he squirmed in his 
narrow cage in an effort to get out. He 
Was securely chained in such a position 
in the aft hatchway that escape was 
impossible. On the fifth day out the ani- 
mal’s condition was such that Lawrence 
gave him whisky and kept him under 
the influence of whisky for almost three 
days. It was then that Jingo became 
more savage than ever and began trum- 
peting. The entire crew went to Law- 
rence’s assistance on the eleventh day 
and joined him in an effert to pacify 
Jingo. They all failed, however, and 
twice the beast got its trunk through 
the bars of the cage and struck the 
keeper with such force that he was 
thrown to the deck. 

The other animals joined in the great 
noise until about 9 o'clock of the morn- 
ing of the 12th, when suddenly Jingo’s 
Lawrence ran to the cage 
to find the animal dead. His carcass 
was examined, and after it was decided 
that it could not be stuffed it was or- 
dered thrown overboard.

MILLIONS IN AN OIL DEAL. 
International Syndicate Buys Large 
Tract in Texas. 


New Orleans, March 18.—Colonel 8. F. 
B. Morse, of the Southern Pacific rail- 
road, brings back with him from the east 
news of one of the most gigantic oil 
deals yet recorded anywhere in the 
south, 

A powerful international syndicate, the 
executive head of which is Colonel Al- 
exander Gordon, of London, has pur- 
chased a tract of land in Hardin county, 
Texas, aggregating 4,000 acres. This is 
in what is known as the Saratoga field. 
The price paid for the land is understood 
to run away up into the millions. 

The syndicate tract is only 10 miles 
from the pipe line now terminating at 
Sour lake. This line will be extended 
into the oil flelds, as will also the Santa 
Fe and the Southern Pacific railroads. 
The former road is now but four miles 
from the syndicate’s tract. Refineries 
will follow the exploitation of the field 
and much of the product, tf not all of it, 
will be exported to England.

Opelika, Ala., March 16.—The movement 
in this section hag not been restricted by 
the weather, but rather by the demand 
from the consuming centers.
